bluntly warned Russia today he 
will never sell out the allied plan 
for German rearmament for any 
Communist deal for peace in Eu­ 
rope. 
M endes-France said ratification 
of recent agreements on West Eu­ 
ropean defense “is not a matter of 
negotiation 
with the 
East” and 
“cannot be regarded by the East 
as a trading point.” 
"Ratification should be accom­ 
plished quickly 
and, so 
far as 
France is concerned, I think I can 
assure you that it will be,” Mendes- 
France said in a speech for the 
National Press Club. 
The French premier said his peo­ 
ple "do not see how ratification 
could become an obstacle to the 
easing of East West tensions, if 
everyone genuinely wants that eas­ 
ing.” 
Orders Ratification 
, "I told the French Assembly that 
we would carry out the ratification 
of the London and Paris agree­ 
ments parallel with efforts to im­ 
prove our relations with the East,” 
Mendes - France said. 
"This the 
W’estern allies are doing and must 
continue to do no matter how dis­ 
couraging previous talks and ex­ 
changes have been.” 
“The disappointing nature of the 
latest notes from the Soviet Union 
should not deflect us from our 
steady purpose of being always 
ready to negotiate, hut to negotiate 
in good faith and with adequate 
preparation, not through improvis­ 
ed and spectacular conferences in 
tended principally for propaganda.” 
He considers his "num ber one 
task” as prime minister of France 
is to fight against the deceptive 
attractions of communism with the 
positive weapons of truth, justice 
and progress. 
Must Speed Progress 
A primary aim in this fight, he 
said, is to reverse the "all too slow 
rate of progress in the develop­ 
ment of a better standard of liv­ 
ing” by "a great acceleration of 
our economic growth.” 
Earlier today Mendes-France and 
U. S. officials began hard bargain 
ing on how many American dollars 
might be needed after Jan. I to 
support a 170.000 man French ex­ 
peditionary force in Indochina 
The matter was one of the chief 
topics up for review as French 
Prem ier Pierre Mendes-France and 
Secretary of State John Foster Dull­ 
es met this morning at the State 
Department. 
Later today, the two 
diplomats planned to tackle Euro­ 
pean problems and review East- 
w est relations.

Gov't to Borrow 


117.3 Billion to 


Refinance Bonds 


WASHINGTON (TP) — The gov 
ernment will try next week to re 
finance $17,340,000,000 worth of its 
debt. 
That amount of money is owed 
to investors who hold government 
bonds and notes maturing next 
month. 
But the Treasury Depart 
ment wants more time to pay. 
What it plans to do is offer new 
securities to the investors, or, in 
effect, “re borrow” the money. 
It 
will he the largest reborrowing 
since the government refinanced 
nearly $2UKK),000,000 of its indebt­ 
edness last February. 
The Treasury does not raise any 
spending money through these re ­ 
financing 
In fact, it loses a little 
The new securities are offered 
only to holders of maturing issues 
generally banks, insurance com 
panics and the Federal Reserve 
System — and inevitably some of 
these investors choose to take their 
money back instead 
A Treasury official said the gov­ 
ernm ent’s revenues will probably 
cover its .spending needs until some- j 
time in the spring, or later. 
The new securities being offered 
next Monday, Tuesday and Wednes­ 
day are; 
A Treasury bond which 
will come due in eight years and 
eignt months and pay 2 4 per cent 
interest; a “certificate of indebted-, 
ness" which matures in one year 
and pays 111 per cent interest and 
another certificate coming due in 
eight months and paying 1 4 per 
cent interest.
